gram which can wreck their country, but never really pro­ 
duce the miracles it has promised. 
Socialism consumes wealth faster than it can be pro­ 
duced. 
That's the nature of the beast. 
Its “overhead'' 
grows and grows, but because it subsidizes laziness and 
lack of initiative, the wealth it attempts to redistribute 
rapidly dries up. 
Socialism actually is just as ridiculous as trying to 
get drumsticks and eggs from the f a m e hen; or beefsteak 
and milk from the same cow; or firewood and fruit from 
the same tree. 
This factor is what* makes socialism as explosively 
dangerous as dynamite in this world of ours, for when a 
nation that is trying to make socialism work begins to run 
out of economic fuel, it is apt to do exactly what Italy 
and Ciermany did. under those very circumstances — and 
make war upon its neighbors trying to steal their resources 
to take the place of those exhausted at home. 
But before that tragic period is reached, socialism 
goes through a stage when what is being done is as ridicu­ 
lous as the antics of a clown in a circus. 
lake England, for example. As most newspaper 
readers know, meat rations in dear old Britain recently 
were reduced to a level far worse than the British people 
suffered during the worst days of the war. 
W hat makes that ridiculous on the face of it is that 
there is no meat shortage, in England or anywhere else. 
Meat is quite plentiful. The dislocations of the war period 
have I teen returned to normal, and there is plenty ol meat 
on hand for everyone in England to have all they want. 
Isnt that silly? 
I Ie re is a nation of supposedly 
grown-ups, making life miserable for themselves rationing 
meat (and there is no joke about the ration; it calls for 
two or three strips of bacon plus about the equivalent of 
three small matchl>oxes of meat per person per week) 
when there s plenty of meat to go round. 
Isn t it ridiculous for a government to compel its peo­ 
ple to tolerate this sort of administrative nonsense, and 
isn t it just as ridiculous for the people to keep that sort 
ol government in office? 
I he government’s reason for getting into the mess of 
rationing meat when it is plentiful is that it is having bud­ 
get troubles. 
They blame us for it. That is the reason Attlee came 
over to see President J roman some weeks back. They 
Ijclieve (and are quite correct) that President Truman let 
inflation get out of hand. The result is that their govern­ 
ment s money won’t go as far as it used to, and so there 
isn t as much cash on hand as they had hoped to have to 
subsidize meat prices. 
The result is that rationed meat, in microscopic por­ 
tions, is on sale at the very expensive low prices (made 
up by taxes) which the socialists boast about— and along­ 
side are hams, sausages, pork roasts, canned delicacies of 
all sorts, perfectly abundant, unrationed, and desirable in 
every respect except price, which is high. 
No more perfect example of the contradiction.? of 
socialism, and of socialistically controlled prices, has ever 
existed than this absurd situation. 
I lere is the non-ending |>enaity of socialist interfer­ 
ence— low prices on goods you can’t buy, high prices on 
goods which are abundant. 
I low soon will mankind get wise to itself and throw 
all these fantastic experiments on the scrap heap?
